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PROVISIONAL ELECTION 

Sir: 

This is in response to the Office Action mailed 10/03/2007, imposing a Restriction 
Requirement between: 

Species 1 - Fig. 1-7; 
Species 2 - Fig. 8; 

Applicants provisionally elect to prosecute Species 1 of Fig. 1-7. 

The Office Action contends that no claim is generic. Applicants disagree and contend 
that claims 1-21 are generic to both Species 1 and Species 2. Besides the generic claims, no 
other claims read on only Species 1. 

Applicants respectfully traverse the restriction requirement. Species 1 shows an electrical 
switch circuit that includes ceramic substrates and first and second electrical devices. Species 2 
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in Fig. 8 depicts a three-phase half-bridge inverter circuit that includes three circuits, each having 
the elements of the circuit in Species 1. Thus, the claims to Species 1 necessarily read on the 
inverter circuit in Species 2. Claim 22 is more particularly directed to Species 2, that includes 
first and second transistors, see claim 6, and further includes third, fourth, fifth and sixth 
transistors. ; Thus, the species do not represent separate and distinct inventions, so as to properly 
justify restriction, but rather are embodiments of the same invention that should properly be 
considered together in the present application. 

Therefore, it is respectfully requested that the requirement be withdrawn and that all 
claims be considered in the present application.
